That 
was the poignant message 
as Robbie Eves married his 
fiancee just months after be¬ 
ing diagnosed with stage four 
cancer. 

Surrounded by friends and family 
in St Thomas’ Church in Stourbridge 
on Saturday, Robbie and his partner 
Gemma vowed to love, comfort, hon¬ 
our and protect one another. 

After he was diagnosed with stage four bowel 
and liver cancer earlier this year, the decision 
was made to bring the wedding forward. 

Robbie’s mother Judie Eves said: “They have 
been engaged for four years and they always 
intended to get married in September this 
year. With Robbie’s 
diagnosis it was all 
put on hold and then 
it was decided to bring 
it all forward. It was 
arranged very quickly 
in a matter of two or 
three weeks.” 

The couple started 
going out when teen¬ 
agers, 16 years on they

Gemma and Robbie f ourj anc i Euan, 
21 months. 

In an emotional and moving service, Rev 
Andrew Sillis told them: “You two have got a 
much better idea of what the future holds than 
most couples have prior to their marriage. In 
your situation many people would be afraid but 
what I see in you two is no fear at all. 

Strength 

“The strength you have in life for one an¬ 
other, that is indescribably admirable. Loves 
casts out fear.” 

Rugby player Robbie, 34, from Stourbridge, 
has played at Stourbridge RFC since the age of 
six. He progressed through every age level to 
colts and was part of a successful team which 
won The North Midlands Cup when he was 16. 
He also played for his school team, Oldswinford 
Hospital School including a rugby tour of Aus¬ 
tralia in 2000. 

Robbie, who became a software engineer, 
continued to represent Stourbridge Rugby Club 
at senior level. He also played for county team 
Hereford and Worcester. 

Sixty players have already signed up to take 
to the field in a benefit match to be held on July 
22 at Stourbridge RFC from 7pm. Money raised 
will go towards a trust fund for Gemma and 
the boys and for any treatment which can help 
Robbie.

THE pink army descended on Himley Hall on 
Sunday to take part in the 5km Race for Life 
in aid of Cancer Research UK and to remem¬ 
ber loved ones lost to cancer. 

Woman of all ages gathered at the starting 
line in the grounds of the stately home near 
Dudley as the race got under way at 11am. 

Runners were in cheerful spirits as organ¬ 
isers warmed up the crowds on stage with a 
series of entertaining workouts. A minute’s 
silence was held just before the run to remem¬ 
ber those family and friends who died from 
cancer. 


Many of the runners wore homemade 
T-shirts with pictures of loved ones on whose 
behalf they were running to battle the dis¬ 
ease. 

It was the eighth year in a row for Dud¬ 
ley woman Sarah Trevis, who was joined by 
her daughter, sister-in-law and friend as they 
joined hundreds of runners in the 2016 fund¬ 
raising event. 

Sarah, aged 37, came dressed for the occa¬ 
sion as she sported a bright pink wig and face 
paint alongside a pink costume. 

Sarah said: “I was running in memory of 


my father-in-law, who passed away two years 
ago, and my uncle and my mom. 

“My daughter Jessica, who is seven, who 
took part in the event with me, which was her 
second time of entering the event.” 

She added: “The first time I did it my mom 
had passed away and over the years my uncle 
and my father-in-law also passed away.” 

Participants can choose to either walk, jog 
or run around the course, which is the equiv¬ 
alent to just over three miles.

MOTORISTS are facing major traffic 
delays with a major route into Stour¬ 
bridge set to become one-way for al¬ 
most two weeks.

From July 25 traffic will only be able 
to travel south on High Street towards 
Stourbridge town centre from its junc¬ 
tion with Collis Street. Drivers wanting 
to head north towards Kingswinford will 
be diverted through Wollaston.

died in collision with cars 


Motorcyclist 

A MOTORCYCLIST from Dudley was killed in an 
accident on a bend in the road near Bridgnorth. 

Matthew Geoffrey Foster was killed when the 
Honda motorcycle he was riding hit two cars on 
the A545 at Swancote. 

His family said they had ‘lost someone very, very 
special’. 

The 23-year-old, of Sycamore Green, had been 
out riding with friend Luke Taylor when the ac¬ 
cident happened. The coroner at an inquest held 
in Wellington, Shropshire, heard that the pair had 
travelled from their homes in the Black Country 
on their motorbikes on February 24, before stop¬ 
ping at a roadside cafe in Quatt. 


Speaking at the hearing, Mr Taylor said the pair 
headed for home at about 8.30pm and he believed 
they had been driving at about 30 miles per hour. 

Mr Taylor was riding his Suzuki motorcycle 
ahead of Mr Foster as they approached a bend at 
Swancote. Mr Foster passed him on the opposite 
side of the road and struggled to cross back before 
hitting a Toyota car, and then a Jaguar. 

Fast 

He described Mr Foster as a ‘talented’ rider and 
said he was going too fast for the particular bend, 
adding: “I just don’t think he realised how close we 
were to that bend.” 


Evidence was heard from nine motorists, includ¬ 
ing the drivers of the cars hit by Mr Foster. 

A statement read out by Constable Sian Price 
from a road traffic collision investigator said they 
believed the accident may have been caused by ex¬ 
cessive speed. 

Shropshire coroner John Ellery ruled Mr Fos¬ 
ter’s death was caused by a road traffic collision. 

In a statement released after the inquest, his 
parents Michael and Denise said: “Matthew was 
a typical lad who liked to have fun and enjoyed a 
joke or two. Matthew worked hard but also liked 
to play hard and loved adventure. We all loved him 
dearly.” 


Court convicts cowboy 
roofer over his frauds 

A COWBOY roofer who preyed 
on pensioners has been banned 
from going door-to-door after 
being convicted of fraud. 

Lee Gardner ran Xpert Roofing 
without qualifications, insurance or 
any actual expertise in the trade. 

The 29-year-old, who worked a 16-hour 
week to protect his benefits, paid other 
inept labourers to do the hard graft, a jury 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting for Dud¬ 
ley Council, said: “The workers who put 
the expert into Xpert Roofing came from 
the pub. He didn’t even know their sur¬ 
names. He was a rogue trader who used 
dishonest, deceptive and misleading sales 
techniques.” 

Gardner offered to clean gutters for free 
in March 2014 as a ‘thank you’ to 77-year- 
old Christopher Hall for allowing them ac¬ 
cess to the roof of his neighbour in Bowling 
Green Road, Stourbridge. He then told Mr 
Hall that ridge tiles needed to be rebedded 
in a job that took no more than 45 minutes 
but for which he charged £500. 

Gardner then told Mr Hall that the 
whole roof needed repairing and offered 
to do the job for £5,700 - that included a 
pensioner discount. Mr Hall phoned the 
next day to say he had changed his mind 
but Gardner said he had already ordered 
scaffolding, tiles and had arranged men to 
do the work. He did not tell the customer 
he had a right to cancel. 

Mr Hall’s son discovered that Xpert 
Roofing did not trade from the business ad¬ 
dress given and alerted trading standards. 

A chartered surveyor found so many 
faults in the work that there was no option 
but to start the job gain. 

A woman in Bushbury also saw her bill 
soar to £1,570 after bringing in Gardner to 
fix a leaking gutter. 

Gardner, of Brownfield Road, Shard End, 
who had twice been warned by trading 
standards, told the jury: “I never conned 
no-one.” Mr Stephen Warlock, defending, 
said: “He is incompetent but that does not 
make him dishonest.” 

Gardner pleaded guilty to poor practice, 
was found guilty on four charges of fraud 
and not guilty of aggressive commercial 
practice. He was bailed until July 28 and 
issued with an interim ban on going door- 
to-door offering his services. 


Run for Life sisters celebrate baby joy

A STOURBRIDGE woman has 
spoken of her joy at discovering 
her sister is pregnant after three 
battles with cancer that began in 
her teens. 

Nina Gayden, a Wolverhampton 
council worker, used to hold her 
terrified sister in her arms at night 
because the teenager ‘didn’t want 
to die alone’ after being diagnosed 
with cancer. 

Alannah Roberts was first diag¬ 
nosed with Hodgkin’s Lymphoma 
at the age of 15 after months of 


unexplained tiredness and weight 
loss. By the time Alannah was di¬ 
agnosed she was too weak to walk 
to the end of the drive at the family 
home in Dudley. 

Immediate treatment was so ur¬ 
gent that doctors were unable to 
carry out the normal procedure of 
freezing her eggs so she could have 
children in later life. 

Remission 

Despite periods of remission the 
cancer returned three times until, 


in 2010, she underwent total body 
radiation and received a stem cell 
transplant with her brother Daniel 
as donor. 

Alannah recovered and is now 
pregnant with the baby is due in 
October. 

The two sisters were sharing 
their inspirational story with hun¬ 
dreds of women at Dudley Race for 
Life at Himley on Sunday before 
Nina joined the ‘pink army’ to run 
the 5 km course in celebration of 
Alannah. 


Overhaul at 
major road 
will go on 
for months 

MOTORIST face months of disruption 
when a major scheme to improve one of 
the busiest junctions in the Black Coun¬ 
try starts next month. 

Work on the Birmingham New Road, 
at its junction with Shaw Road, Coseley, 
will begin on August 1 and is due to last 
until next spring. 

Last year Wolverhampton’s city coun¬ 
cil was awarded £1.5 million of Govern¬ 
ment funding to carry out the work, 
which was originally due to start in 
March this year. 

Work was delayed as the council 
sought to find a contractor to complete 
the job. 

Once the work begins lane restrictions 
will be in place during off-peak hours of 
9.30am to 3.30pm, Monday to Friday. 
Meanwhile, motorists will also be hit by 
work to replace water pipes in Coseley, 
leading to further delays through the 
summer. 

The Birmingham New Road scheme 
aims to reduce traffic congestion, im¬ 
prove conditions for cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians, and address road safety concerns 
following several accidents. It will im¬ 
prove access to key development sites by 
providing additional traffic capacity at 
what has become a bottleneck. 

The city council will be working with 
Dudley Council to deliver the project, 
which will help unlock housing develop¬ 
ment on six sites - Bilston Urban Vil¬ 
lage and Ward Street in Bilston, land off 
Darkhouse Lane and Peartree Lane in 
Coseley, Coseley Eco Park, and land off 
Bloomfield Road, Tipton. 

Former UKIP 
mep is cleared 

A FORMER UKIP Euro MP has been 
cleared of fiddling £3,250 of European 
parliamentary expenses. 

Ex-MEP Nikki Sinclaire, who rep¬ 
resented the West Midlands region in 
Brussels and Strasbourg until 2014, was 
unanimously cleared by a jury of mis¬ 
conduct in a public office and launder¬ 
ing money. She said it was ‘the only just 
verdict’ and criticised West Midlands 
Police’s handling of the inquiry. 

Throughout her two-week trial at 
Birmingham Crown Court Ms Sinclaire 
accepted personal negligence in not 
checking claims but alleged her expenses 
had been “deliberately corrupted” by her 
former office aide John Ison. He denied 
any wrongdoing, saying his actions were 
“for the good of the party”, later telling 
the court he was no longer a member.

Blow for charity as council cuts funding 


THE charity which runs the Beacon Centre for the 
Blind has been left reeling after £250,000 worth of 
vital council funding was withdrawn. 

Bosses at the charity, which supports blind and 
partially sighted people across the Black Country, 
said they are ‘devastated’. 

Dudley Council defended its move saying it is hav¬ 
ing to make difficult decisions due to huge funding 
cuts from the Government. 

The charity offers care for residents who stay at 
its independent living centre in Sedgley and Bea¬ 
con Court housing complex on the Wolverhampton 
Road. Its also runs an activity centre in Hagley 
Road, Oldswinford. 

Beacon Centre chief executive Arwyn Jones said: 


“We are devastated and disappointed that Dudley 
Council has completely withdrawn its funding and 
are very concerned. The Beacon Centre will now 
explore how best it can sustain its services and the 
charity is now starting a consultation with users.” 

The cuts represent around a 50 per cent drop in 
the centre’s contract income for support and care 
across three services, although not the whole of its 
operation. 

As a result bosses said donations and fundraising 
efforts are now more vital than ever. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, Dudley cabinet member 
for adult social care, said: “In the context of unprec¬ 
edented cuts to funding from central Government 
we have been forced to review the services we cur¬ 


rently commission. This has led to difficult decisions 
where we do not have the budget for the range of 
services we previously offered and has led to a re¬ 
duction of £3 million in our budget. 

“We value all the work done by the voluntary 
sector and recognise it as a key partner for the local 
authority in supporting us to deliver services dif¬ 
ferently in the future. We have previously set out 
our vision of a £2.4m re-commissioning of services 
and we would very much welcome voluntary sector 
input into the implementation of this. 

“We appreciate the significant anxiety and con¬ 
cern the changes are causing in the voluntary sector 
and we will continue to work with them to ensure 
that we protect care services for local people.” 
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POLICE uncovered a £110,000 can¬ 
nabis farm in Stourbridge after the 
smell of the drug wafted down the 
street, a court heard. 

A house in Burns Close had white plas¬ 
tic blotting out some of the windows and 
when officers called on June 6 they spot¬ 
ted a curtain twitch but nobody answered 
their knock on the front door, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

A first-floor window was open and when a 
policeman climbed up a ladder to investigate, 
he came face to face with Shkelqim Skarai, who 
was persuaded to let them in. 

But the Albanian national made a bolt for it 
as soon as he opened the door. 

He was caught after a chase on foot, ex¬ 
plained Mr Lai Amarasinghe, prosecuting. 

The 25-year-old, who turned out to be an 
illegal immigrant, was taken to the Oldbury 
custody suite while the house was searched by 
officers. 

A total of 233 cannabis plants, capable of 
producing a drug crop worth £113,000, were 
under cultivation in three rooms of the prop¬ 
erty and the electricity supply had been by¬ 
passed to provide power for the high powered 
lighting and extractor unit. 

Mr Amarasinghe said that police were check¬ 
ing fingerprints found at the scene in a bid to 
trace others involved in the drug farm. 

Water 

Skarai admitted entering the country ille¬ 
gally and said he was promised £1,000 if he 
remained at the address to feed and water the 
plants. 

Mr Simon Burch, defending, said: “He knows 
very little about producing cannabis but did 
what he was told. He had been at the house 
for less than a month and had not been paid a 
penny, although he had been given some food.” 

Skarai, of no fixed address, admitted pro¬ 
ducing cannabis and was sent to prison for 12 
months. He is expected to be deported on his 
release. 

Judge Kristina Montgomery QC said: “You 
are an illegal immigrant who came here to find 
work but, when you could not do that, you took 
an offer to play a maintenance role in a rela¬ 
tively sophisticated set up growing cannabis. 

“You were offered a substantial amount of 
money although you may never have received 
it.”

WEST Midlands Police has 
pledged there is ‘no hiding 
place’ for rogue officers 
who abuse their position. 

This comes after a report re¬ 
vealed the number of sacked 
officers. 

The warning follows the publica¬ 
tion of the Disapproved Register de¬ 
tailing the number of police officers 
that have been sacked, resigned or 
retired while under investigation for 
serious breaches of the police code 
of conduct. 

A total of 833 officers, ranging in 
rank from constable to chief super¬ 
intendent, are on the register, which 
covers the period from December 
2013 to November 2015. 

The number includes 25 officers 
dismissed by West Midlands Police 
for gross misconduct, plus three who 
resigned before gross misconduct 
hearings but were believed to have 
had a case to answer. 

West Midlands Police’s head of 
professional standards, Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Andy Nicholson said: 
“Our officers swear an oath to serve 
the people of the West Midlands 
with fairness, integrity, diligence 
and impartiality. The overwhelming 
majority of our officers are loyal to 
that promise. 

Dismissed 

“However, any officer that falls 
short of our high standards and is 
proven to have acted in a grossly 
negligent way can expect to be dis¬ 
missed from the force.” 

“We are committed to providing 
transparency to the public and pub¬ 
lish the outcomes of professional 
standards investigations on our 
website. We welcome the publica¬ 
tion of the Disapproved Register. It 
shows there is nowhere to hide for 
police officers who have behaved in 
a way that amounts to gross miscon¬ 
duct.” 

The most common gross miscon¬ 
duct offences nationwide were giv¬ 
ing of false evidence, data misuse, 
failing to perform duty, fraud or 
striking up relationships with vul¬ 
nerable people encountered on duty.

A MEMORIAL for Britons killed in 
terror attacks overseas will be opened 
at the National Memorial Arboretum 
in Staffordshire next year. 

David Cameron revealed that the 
tribute would be in place by the sum¬ 
mer of 2017. The Prime Minister also 
announced the launch of a consulta¬ 
tion on a separate memorial to the vic¬ 
tims of the Sousse and Bardo attacks 
in Tunisia. 

A Black Country mother whose son, 
brother and father were killed in Tu¬ 
nisia has welcomed the news. 

“I think it is a fantastic place for re¬ 
membrance and it is so fitting,” said 
Suzy Richards, whose 19-year-old son 
Joel, brother Adrian Evans, aged 49, 
and father Patrick Evans, 78, died in 
the Sousse beach shootings on June 
26 last year. 

Joel’s younger brother Owen, now 
17, who was also on the holiday with 
his fellow Walsall FC fans, survived 
the attack. 

Mrs Richards, from Wednesbury, 
added: “We are really pleased that 
the national memorial will be located 
in Staffordshire because its makes it 
an easier destination for people across 
the country to travel to.” 

The Sousse attack was the worst 
incident of terrorism involving Brit¬ 
ish citizens since the 7/7 bombings in 
London. 

Mr Cameron said: “These memori¬ 
als will be places where the family and 
friends of people killed in terrorist at¬ 
tacks can reflect and remember. “By 
building them we are underlining our 
pledge to never forget the victims of 
these atrocities.” 

Hoax calls putting 
strain on service 

ALMOST 1,000 hoax calls have been 
made to fire crews in the Black Coun¬ 
try during the past three years, new 
figures reveal. 

West Midlands Fire Service says 
each time firefighters attend a mali¬ 
cious false alarm it ties up valuable 
resources putting lives at risk and 
costs £425. Although the number of 
nuisance calls has fallen in recent 
years, chiefs say they are ‘frustrated’ 
that hundreds are still logged. Call 
handlers have been trained to recog¬ 
nise suspicious calls in a bid to reduce 
the number of times engines are sent 
out when not actually needed. 

During the last 12 months 283 
nuisance calls were logged across 
Wolverhampton, Dudley, Sandwell 
and Walsall, compared with 321 in 
2014/15.

by Tata Steel 

BLACK Country steelmakers face 
weeks of further uncertainty after 
India-based Tata puts sale of its UK 
steel business on hold. 

Tata’s board, meeting in Mum¬ 
bai on Friday, had been expected to 
announced a shortlist of two from 
the seven bidders looking to buy the 
business, which employs 11,000 in the 
UK. Instead they said Tata Steel has 
entered into discussions with strate¬ 
gic players in the steel industry to ex¬ 
plore the feasibility of collaborations 
through a potential joint venture. The 
talks are at an early stage. 

The Community union said the 
move continued uncertainty for thou¬ 
sands of steelworkers and their fam¬ 
ilies, including around 750 working 
at sites in Brierley Hill, Wednesfield, 
Walsall and Wednesbury. 

Tata said there had been seven 
expressions of interest after it an¬ 
nounced in March it was selling its 
loss making UK assets. 

The bids have been considered and 
reviewed in the light of ‘uncertainties’ 
caused by Brexit, said the company. It 
has now decided to look at ‘alternative 
and more sustainable’ solutions. 

Discussions have started with com¬ 
panies including German firmThys- 
senkrupp. 

Koushik Chatterjee, Tata’s group 
executive director said: “A potential 
strategic combination of strip prod¬ 
ucts businesses offers the best pros¬ 
pects to create a premium, world-class 
strip steel business with the scale and 
scope to compete successfully on the 
global stage.”

Library opening hours 
slashed to save money 


OPENING hours are being slashed 
at libraries across Dudley borough 
in a cost-cutting move. 

Libraries will all see hours shaved off 
their days from August. 

Sedgley’s branch will be hit particularly 
hard, losing 17 hours between Monday and 
Saturday and closing on Sundays. Libraries in 
Brierley Hill and Halesowen will also now close 
on Sundays with opening hours cut during the 
week. Both Dudley and Stourbridge Libraries 
will lose 11 hours a week. 

Many of the smaller libraries across the bor¬ 
ough will now close at 4pm or 5pm on week¬ 
days. Netherton Library will no longer be open 
on Saturdays, while Kingswinford’s branch will 
lose 17 hours. 

The moves have been announced by Dudley 
Council and are due to come into force from 
August 1. The cash-strapped authority has 
been desperate to cut costs around its libraries 
amid falling usage 

Many of the larger libraries currently stay 
open until 7pm during the week but bosses 
said that was no longer possible in the current 
climate. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet member 
for health and wellbeing, said: “The decision 
to reduce our opening times reflects a need to 
reduce budgets across the council in a time of 
huge cuts to local government funding. 

Feedback 

“The good news is that no libraries are 
closing. Instead we have reduced the opening 
hours but only after listening to feedback from 
customers and looking closely at usage data.” 

It comes after council bosses decided the 
borough’s libraries would be run by volunteers 
at board level under a move to a not-for-profit 
mutual. 

Sedgley Library is currently open until 7pm 
Monday to Friday but will shut at 4pm on each 
weekday apart from Wednesday when it will 
be open to 6pm. It will be closed on Sundays, 
having previously been open between 10am 
and 2pm. 

The main Dudley Library on St James’s 
Road will close an hour earlier at 6pm between 
Monday and Wednesday and at 5pm on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday. Similar changes will be made 
at Stourbridge. Brierley Hill and Halesowen 
libraries. 

Patrick Harley, leader of the opposition Con¬ 
servative group, said he believed the cuts to 
hours were too severe.

Don’t let old buildings 
crumble into nothing 


JESSICA LABHART talks to 
a woman who is passionate 
about saving important build¬ 
ings left to rack and ruin 

DOZENS of historically significant 
buildings are at risk of falling into 
disrepair in the West Midlands ac¬ 
cording to a new book which is 
appealing for potential owners to 
come forward to save them. 

The buildings at risk include an ornate 
Victorian educational institute, an X-ray 
building, a very early branch of Lloyds 
Bank, a huge pub, a miniature police sta¬ 
tion and a pumping station. 

The nine buildings feature in ‘SAVE’s 2016- 
17 Buildings at Risk Catalogue’ which will be 
published on June 27. 

The aim of the book is to encourage poten¬ 
tial buyers to find out more about the build¬ 
ings and perhaps put in an offer to save them 
from falling into further disrepair. 

Liz Fuller, SAVE’s Buildings at risk officer, 
who has compiled the book said: “The cat¬ 
alogue is a sampling of the kind of buildings 
that make our towns and villages distinctive 
and will be of interest to anyone who loves old 
buildings and their history.” 

Engineer 

The guide, considered the ultimate ‘lonely 
hearts’ list for buildings across the country in 
need of new owners includes Bilston Science 
and Art Building, located on Mount Pleasant, 
Wolverhampton. 

The school of art has long served Wolver¬ 
hampton as a place of education and improve¬ 
ment. Situated in the Mount Pleasant area, it 
was built to commemorate the Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee of Queen Victoria in 1897. The building 
was designed by Captain Wilson, the Town 
Engineer. A number of nearby buildings from 
this era have been converted to new uses. The 
old tram shed is a Sikh temple and the ornate 
former drill hall is a popular live music venue.

Other buildings included in the book are the 
X-Ray Building, Foundry Lane, Smethwick. 
Built around 1900 this building housed Com¬ 
mercial X-rays Limited until about 1990. The 
fagade is described as having ‘an unexpected 
elegance’. 

Built of brick in a variety of colours, there 
are shallow segmental-headed window sur¬ 
rounds with key stones picked out in contrast¬ 
ing brick. The building is now in a very poor 
state of repair and stands in an area of other 
ex-industrial buildings, some listed Grade II 
and II. The Commercial X-ray building has in 
the past been used as an arts venue and the 
book’s author hopes it could be brought back 
into use in this role or could provide interest¬ 
ing office space or light industrial space. 

Meanwhile, 28a Hall Green Road, Sandwell 
was built in around 1800 has three storeys, 
the third being a rather low attic storey, with 


a symmetrical front of two bays.The central 
door has a pediment. While the house prob¬ 
ably stood in its own grounds just off a main 
road, it is now located in close proximity to a 
light industrial business and is surrounded 
by other modern industrial buildings. It is in 
quite a poor condition with its roof sheathed 
in protective tarpaulin. Given its location, it 
may not be suited to restoration to its original 
residential use. 

The former Lloyds Bank, Birmingham 
Street, Oldbury, was the first branch office 
Lloyds Bank ever opened, in 1884. The house 
has three storeys of four somewhat unequal 
bays, with a door placed off-centre perhaps in¬ 
dicating that this used to be two house rather 
than one. The building served as a bank until 
relatively recently.Speaking of the building, 
Miss Fuller said: “This interesting and historic 
building is now standing empty and neglected.

It could be suited to conversion to offices or 
retail at ground level with residential units 
above.” 

Dudley Road Police Station, Dudley Road, 
Birmingham, is another building featured in 
the publication. The house sits in the corner 
of Summerheld Park and used to be the local 
police station. It was built in the late 19th or 
early 20th century. The half timbered gable 
and canted window at first floor level forms 
an elaborate and eye-catching focus. It has 
been empty for some time and stands boarded 
up and graffiti-marked. Located as it is in the 
park, it could have a number of uses such as a 
community or children’s centre or a cafe. 

Mike Fox, SAVE Deputy Director, said: 
“Highlighting historic buildings from all over 
the country, and of all shapes and sizes, we 
hope that our readers will heroically take up 
the challenge and help revive these buildings.”

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New start for Christian 
after his year of pain 



CHRISTIAN Caddick antic¬ 
ipated the happiest year of 
his life when his girlfriend 
said ‘yes’ while holidaying in 
idyllic and sunny Somerset a 
year ago. 

Little did he know awaiting 
him would be two life-threaten¬ 
ing illnesses and a broken ankle 
before he even reached the first 
anniversary of his engagement. 

The 25-year-old has put that behind 
him and is aiming to join 20,000 run¬ 
ners for Great Birmingham Run half 
marathon on October 16 to thank the 
charity that helped save his life. 

Mr Caddick, born in Wordsley, was 
treated at the Teenage Cancer Trust’s 
Young Person’s Unit, YPU, at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Birmingham. 

He hopes to help raise £25,000 for 
the charity. 

“Looking back now, it’s hard to be¬ 
lieve what’s happened,” he said. 

Lucky 

“To go from getting engaged to 
being diagnosed with cancer in exactly 
three weeks, then to break my ankle 
and get a blood clot on my lung. It’s 
been a stressful, surreal year. 

“But I try to see positives in 
everything. I’m really lucky to be here 
and want to embrace everything. 

“Teenage Cancer Trust is aiming to 
raise £25,000 at the half marathon and 
I want to help them achieve this. 

“Their staff helped save my life and 
were so supportive during my treat¬ 
ment. I now want to help them save 
more lives.” 

Mr Caddick’s traumatic 12 months 
began after the joy of fiancee Sarah 
Buckler, 24, agreeing to marry him. 
He was diagnosed with testicular can¬ 
cer after finding a lump in his chest. 

After undergoing an orchidectomy 
to remove a testicle, it was discovered

the disease had spread to his lymph 
nodes. Nine friends rallied in shaving 
his head the day before his gruelling 
nine-week course of chemotherapy 
began, raising £12,000 for Macmillan 
Cancer Support. 

He entered remission on October 16 
- the date he will be running the Great 
Birmingham Run this year. 

The technical manager for Third Fi¬ 
nancial Software, Halesowen, signed 
up for the half marathon in January 
and began training but just a month 
later skidded down a bank while fetch¬ 
ing a football during a hve-a-side and 
broke his left ankle. He was in plaster 
for seven weeks but developed a far 
more serious condition. Bed bound

with a fever, he became short of breath 
on Easter Sunday and was diagnosed 
with a pulmonary embolism. His 
blood-thinning medication finished 
the day before his 25th birthday. “I’m 
hoping my birthday marks the start of 
a better year,” he added. 

“When the doctor told me I’d got 
cancer, my mum and fiancee were 
probably more shocked than me. It 
was tough to hear,but I just said ‘let’s 
beat this’.”

MORE than £1 million will be 
spent on restoring historic build¬ 
ings in Dudley town centre fol¬ 
lowing a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF). 

Cash-strapped Dudley Council has 
been awarded £1,178,000 funding, 
which is the second cash boost from 
the HLF, to continue its regeneration 
of the town centre. 

The money will fund work to restore 14 
buildings which could see them then used 
by local businesses. 

Council bosses say the funding will help 
‘breathe new life’ into Dudley town centre, 
but are yet to announce which sites will be 
restored. 

“We have big plans for this second phase 
of investment, which will run over the next 
four years and will see the restoration of 14 
key town centre properties,” said Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet member for 
planning and economic development. 

Significant 


“We are really grateful for this second 
significant boost of funding from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. 

“We have identified the 14 buildings but 
haven’t really clarified the plans yet and it 
is too early to say what the buildings are. 

“We’ve already seen how this money can 
transform buildings and breathe new life 
into our town centre, with many new busi¬ 
nesses hastening to take over these rejuve¬ 
nated buildings.” 

The latest round of funding will link 
Dudley’s retail area to the Civic Quarter. 

The work aims to make the town centre 
a more attractive destination to shop, work 
and visit, which will help boost trade for 
local businesses. 

Dudley Council also plans to launch a 
town centre geo trail, a smartphone app, 
heritage open days and town ambassador 
training sessions as part of the rejuvena¬ 
tion.

:650k sale at auction 

or a ‘doorstop’ vase 



Auctioneer Charles Hanson with the ‘remarkable’ rare 
Chinese vase that dates back more than 200 years 

A VASE used as a doorstop in a Black Country home has 
fetched £650,000 at auction. The antique - described as 
‘the find of a lifetime’ - sold last week. 

Discovered propping a door open in a home, it was later 
found to be a rare Chinese artefact from the 18th century, 
probably made for the Emperor of China. 

A round of applause filled the auction room in Derby as 
it sold for £650,000. 

The 26-inch tall blue and white vase, made in China dur¬ 
ing the reign of Emperor Qianlong (1735-99), was spotted 
by Hanson’s Auctioneers associate director Adrian Rath- 
bone. The vase was passed on to the unidentified Black 
Country couple by a great aunt Florrie and had latterly 
been used as a doorstop. Luckily, it sustained no damage. 

Experts believe the vase was possibly manufactured at 
China’s imperial kilns for the Emperor’s Summer Palace. 
Charles Hanson, of Hanson’s Auctioneers, said the find was 
‘remarkable’.

Loriy driver caught up in 
Thai fake brands racket 


THE name and address of a lorry 
driver from Brierley Hill was used 
by the organiser of a sophisticat¬ 
ed operation bringing fake de¬ 
signer clothing into the UK, 

But Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that Ralph McConnell was not the man be¬ 
hind the racket because he had been duped 
into giving his personal details while he was 
obtaining a visa to bring his Thai wife to 
this country.

“I thought he was a friend and that I was 
doing him a favour when he used my ad¬ 
dress. It was all going on behind my back,” 
he told the court. 

Computers belonging to the 43-year-old 
and members of his family were seized 
when trading standards officials launched 
an investigation into the import of bogus 
Ralph Lauren, Lacoste and Fred Perry Polo 
shirts and T-shirts from Thailand. 


Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting on behalf 
of Dudley Council, accepted others were 
involved but insisted that the defendant - 
who previously lived in Thailand - was a 
leading player in the fraud. 

McConnell, whose wife works as a 
cleaner, conceded he realised the cloth¬ 
ing was fake after it had been returned 
by disappointed customers who bought it 
through an internet website. However, he 
maintained: “I did not set it up and had no 
access to the bank account for the money.” 


He and his wife sent small amounts of 
cash back to family members in Thailand 
but the size of those payments proved he 
was not a major beneficiary from the fraud, 
argued Mr Jonathan Rose, defending. 

McConnell, of Brettell Lane, Brierley 
Hill, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to distrib¬ 
ute counterfeit goods on the basis that he 
was not a prime mover in the operation. He 
was given a nine-month prison sentence 
suspended for a year plus 100 hours of un¬ 
paid work.

STUNNING artwork has been un¬ 
veiled detailing the history of West 
Bromwich after it was left hidden 
away for decades.

Carol Hartill, secretary of Friends 
of Dartmouth Park, said: “It was a 
lovely event at the farm and now 
the artwork is in place it looks really 
good. 

“The murals are displayed in 
the first room as you walk through 
the farm so everyone can get to see 
them. The artwork looks pretty 
spectacular. The artist of the mu¬ 
rals, William Burgess, came along to 
to cut the ribbon at the launch.” 

“The contractor did an expert job 
of putting up the artwork.” she said. 

The murals are made from clay 
and depict famous people and build¬ 
ings, such as West Bromwich Town 
Hall, while another shows Oak 
House, and there is a mural of the 
Farley Clock Tower.

Business looking 
to shed 85 jobs 

A BUSINESS with a factory in Dudley, that specialises 
in shop fitting, is facing making up to 85 redundancies 
after it was hit by the collapse of BHS. 

But the The Alan Nuttall Partnership is looking to 
move its operation specialising in shop refurbishment 
from its St Neots factory to its main manufacturing site 
in Hall Street, Dudley. 

But job losses would affect all of the firm’s sites, which 
also includes its head office at Hinckley and a factory in 
Rugby. 

Operations director Matt Hornblower said the com¬ 
pany employed about 600 in total. He said: “In the cur¬ 
rent climate retailers are holding back from investing.” 

The company is planning to close its St Neots factory. 

Mr Hornblower said that formal consultation over the 
redundancies was due to start this week but staff had 
been informed of the numbers that were being sought. 

Alan Nuttall, which is celebrating its 50th anniver¬ 
sary, is aiming to reduce overheads. Mr Hornblower said 
it had suffered a £95,500 loss with the collapse of BHS 
but still had work for Morrisons and Asda. 


Market has 
shut after 
more than 
40 years 


CRADLEY Heath market has closed down 
after more than 40 years. 

It comes after the indoor market was left with 
just one stallholder after traders moved into nearby 
shops. Oyster Properties say they are in talks with 
Asda and Lidl over the future of the site. 

Concerns were raised about falling footfall at the 40-stall 
capacity market hall, despite a five-figure investment by 


the property group. 

A spokesman for Oyster 
said: “The last year and a 
half we have been trying to 
revive the market and get it 
back to where it should be 
but we either did not have 
the right people coming in 
or they were just not com¬ 
ing at all. Unfortunately 
it has not survived but we 
are keen to look to the fu¬ 
ture and get someone in the 
space.” 

Around six stalls have 
now moved into shop units 
attached to the market 
hall, also owned by Oyster, 
including former pet food, 
flowers and gift ware stalls. 

The spokesman contin¬ 
ued: “Since it has been 
empty we have spoken to a 
few large retail companies 
who could bring more foot¬ 
fall into Cradley by taking 
over the old space. These in¬ 
clude names such as Home 
Bargains, Asda and Lidl. 

“What is extremely pos¬ 
itive is the fact that it has 
created an entrepreneur-

ship in the town as the ad¬ 
joining shop units that some 
holders have moved into are 
doing very well. We want to 
see the whole of Cradley re¬ 
generated in a similar way.” 

Gary Link, who had pre¬ 
viously worked on the fish 
counter in the market, said: 
“It was expected that it was 
going to happen. Neverthe¬ 
less, I was still shocked as 
it used to be thriving and it 
was really sad to see it de¬ 
teriorate. 

However, nearby The 
Central Market on High 
Street, known locally as 
the ‘little market’, is still 
open. Its manager Oliver 
Watchorn said: “We don’t 
want our customers to think 
we are closed. We are very 
much open for business, 
offering a variety of stores 
from fresh produce to our 
own cafe. Our market is 
proud to serve the Cradley 
Heath community.” 


Trading standards 
watchdogs win award 


CRIME-FIGHTING trading standards officers tackling 
fraudsters have been recognised with a national award. 

Dudley Metropolitan Borough Council’s trading stand¬ 
ards team has received a hero award from the Chartered 
Trading Standards Institute. 

It follows a number of successful prosecutions including 
one against Summit Roofguard, in March. 

The firm was prosecuted for tricking people into having 
new windows and roofs and for producing an unscrupulous 
14-step guide for its sales staff. 

It led to six prosecutions after a four-month trial for mis¬ 
leading and aggressive sales practices and was seen as a 
landmark case nationally. 

Dudley’s trading standards team were highlighted as one 
of the top teams in the country. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet member for health and 
wellbeing, said: “Our trading standards team works hard 
to protect consumers and tackle crimes of this nature. Very 
often it is the elderly and the most vulnerable in this bor¬ 
ough who are hit hard by these unscrupulous businesses. 

“I am delighted that our hard work has been reflected 
nationally and we will continue to work with businesses to 
remind them of their legal duty and prosecute those who 
seek to cause misery by conning people.”

History is sign 
of the times 

ICONIC signs at the Black Country Living 
Museum well be restored over the next few 
months in a £700 project. 

Seven signs will be refreshed and re-wrote 
in total from elaborate shop front designs to 
others warning not to feed the pigs. 

Clare Weston, curator of domestic cul¬ 
tural life at the heritage site, said: “We’re 
refreshing the signage around the site and 
ensuring that everything is up to date over 
the coming months. Sign writing itself is a 
very important part of ‘set dressing’ the 
museum and historically these types of 
signs would have been done freehand after 
being chalked out. 

“It is an art form that we are proud to 
preserve at Black Country Living Museum.” 

The work is by sign-writer Dave Perks 
who has carried out restoration work at the 
Tipton Road attraction in the past. 


Rail bosses plan for demand 
on trains to rise by nearly half 


LONGER trains and platforms, more 
services and upgraded stations 
could be on the cards as rail travel 
demand is expected to increase by 
49 per cent in the next seven years. 

The steep rise is expected in the West Mid¬ 
lands and Chilterns region with an additional 24 
million annual passenger journeys expected to 
be taking place in 2023. 

The routes, which links Birmingham and the 
West Midlands with London via towns in War¬ 
wickshire, Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire, 
already caters for more than 50 million passen¬ 


ger journeys per year - a number predicted to 
increase to more than 100 million journeys by 
2043. Through its multi-billion pound Railway 
Upgrade Plan, Network Rail is aiming to provide 
passengers with a better railway and help boost 
economies. 

Challenges 

This has already included the £750m redevel¬ 
opment of Birmingham New Street station and 
the £250m upgrade of the railway near Stafford. 

A study was carried out by Network Rail to 
produce the figures, which outline the capacity 
challenges and has options to improve future 


services for passengers and freight. While the 
HS2 will provide more frequent, faster services 
from the West Midlands to London, there will be 
a need to upgrade the existing railway so passen¬ 
gers can easily access HS2. 

Martin Frobisher, route managing director for 
Network Rail, said: “Across the West Midlands 
and Chilterns, there is much to do to meet pre¬ 
dicted demand. The impact of HS2 will be huge. 
Our multi-billion pound Railway Upgrade Plan 
is already delivering better services for passen¬ 
gers and boosting our economy, as highlighted 
by the redevelopment of Birmingham New 
Street. 


Police criticised 
over travellers 

A COUNCILLOR has slammed West Mid¬ 
lands Police for not being tough enough 
in dealing with travellers who illegally set 
up camp on Dudley parks. 

The borough has been blighted by a 
number of traveller camps this summer. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, for Netherton, 
Woodside and St Andrew’s Ward, said: “It 
is unacceptable. Communities have been 
infiltrated. Councillors were left helpless 
and residents said police weren’t taking 
calls. The people who came to the rescue 
were the council.” 

Police bosses say they are monitoring 
the situation and working with Dudley 
Council. Chief Inspector Simon Inglis 
said: “Any reports provided to us will be 
dealt with in a professional and propor¬ 
tionate manner.”

Forced marriage 
line gets 770 calls 

A FORCED marriage helpline received more than 770 calls 
over the last two years from people in the West Midlands. 

UK charity Karma Nirvana received 771 phone calls to 
its helpline between April 2014 and March 2016 - an aver¬ 
age of more than one call every day. 

A forced marriage is where one or both people do not 
consent. It is recognised in the UK as a form of violence 
and serious abuse of human rights. There was a surge in 
calls made between July 2014 and June 2015 - 530 in 12 
months. The summer is known to be a risk period as school 
summer holiday can be seen as an opportunity to take chil¬ 
dren abroad, where they may be forced into a marriage. 

Detective Inspector Wendy Bird, of West Midlands Po¬ 
lice, said: “Some of our south Asian communities that live 
here are maybe second or third generations who are not 
willing to accept what has gone on before them and be 
forced into marriage.”

MEMORY LANE 


Town's steely determination

BILSTON was to the making of 
steel as was Belfast to the building 
of ships and Bradford to the pro¬ 
duction of wool. 

Once famed for its iron, its bond with 
steel arose because of the vision and 
skills of Sir Alfred Hickman. 

Born in 1830, at 16 he was at work in his fa¬ 
ther’s business, the Groveland Ironworks and 
Moat Colliery in Tipton. He and his brother 
later took over the company, but in 1867 Al¬ 
fred struck out on his own and bought the 
Spring Vale blast furnaces in Bilston. 

A moderniser who was keen to adopt new 
processes, Hickman quickly recognised the po¬ 
tential of the new basic Bessemer steelmaking 
process when it was licensed in 1879. 

With other Black Country ironmasters 
he organised a trial to see whether local pig 
iron was suitable for conversion into steel. 
Impressed, Hickman bought three Bessemer 
converters and formed the Staffordshire Steel 
and Ingot Company, with a steelworks next to 
his blast furnaces at Bilston. 

By 1900, what was now Alfred Hickman Ltd 
was producing 3,000 tons of iron and 1,500 
tons of steel annually, and employing more 
than 2,000. Hickman’s business expanded 
greatly but after his death it was taken over 
in 1920 by Stewarts and Lloyds, a huge steel 
maker. Still the works continued to dominate 
employment in Bilston and in 1954 a new blast 


furnace was lit to replace three smaller ones. It 
was named Elisabeth after the daughter of the 
chairman of Stewarts & Lloyds Ltd, but was 
called Big Lizzie by the workers. 

This furnace produced 275,000 tons of steel 
a year. Another new blast furnace was named 
Charles. Then in 1967 Bilston Steel was na¬ 
tionalised and it became part of the British 
Steel Corporation. 

Response 

Throughout the next decade the historic 
works were threatened with closure and in 
November 1977 it was announced that they 
would almost certainly shut down in 1980. 
That would mean a loss of 2,500 jobs and po¬ 
tentially another 10,000 in firms dealing with 
the plant. This terrible news came despite the 
works having made a profit of £15 million in 
the previous three years. 

The announcement of closure was made to 
the Bilston Works Council by John Penning¬ 
ton, managing director of the Sheffield Divi¬ 
sion of BSC. In response a Joint Trade Unions 
Action Committee was set up. Its chairman 
was the then Councillor Dennis Turner, later a 
Labour MP for Wolverhampton and then Lord 
Bilston. He declared that ‘Bilston people have 


been known for their tolerance but when they 
see the injustice of these proposals their wrath 
will be felt throughout the length and breadth 
of the country’. 

Councillor Turner was also vice-chairman 
of the economic development committee on 
West Midlands County Council and chairman 
of the equivalent committee on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council. As such he secured funding from 
both bodies to pay for a report by experts from 
Aston University on the viability of the Bilston 
Works. This showed clearly that there were 
solid economic grounds for the future. 

As chairman of Bilston Joint Trade Unions 
Action Committee, Lord Bilston was instru¬ 
mental in keeping it open. He was amongst the 
500 workers who marched from Springvale So¬ 
cial Club through ‘A’ Gate at Millfield Road so 
that they might start rebricking the furnace. 
Alerted to what was going on, factory inspec¬ 
tors entered the site but were surprised to find 
that thanks to Councillor Turner the workers 
were covered by insurance from the Co-op. 
Faced by such determination British Steel 
were made to keep Elisabeth open. Victory 
was short-lived and in October 1980 the blast 
furnaces Lizzie and Charles were demolished. 

The memory of Elisabeth in particular looms 


large in the consciousness of the people of Bil¬ 
ston, and an important new project highlights 
its ongoing significance to the town. 

It is called ‘In the Shadow of Elisabeth’ and 
since February 2015 its volunteers have been 
collecting material relating to the final years 
of Bilston steelworks. They have brought to¬ 
gether the personal testimonies of key wit¬ 
nesses, previously unseen archive material, 
historical photos and rare artefacts for a major 
exhibition called ‘Tempered Not Quenched: 
The Battle for Bilston Steelworks. 

As the text for the exhibition emphasises, 
Elisabeth was the final blast furnace in the 
Black Country and was a symbol of the region’s 
industrial past and its future. In response the 
Bilston Joint Trade Unions Action Committee 
(BJUAC) devised a more high-profile defence 
campaign: enlisting the support of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Trade Council to organise a mass 
‘We Want to Work’ demonstration through the 
centre of Wolverhampton in June 1978. 

Dennis Turner told the protesters: “The 
Government must be told the extent to which 
this area is going into decline. Instead of being 
the workshop of the world, the Black Country 
is going to turn into one of the biggest back¬ 
waters. If that happens the whole country will 


be worse off.” By March 1979 the battle of 
Bilston was reaching its zenith. The steelmen 
marched through London, lobbying parliament 
before holding a mass vigil outside a meeting of 
union leaders. A delegation of steelmen headed 
to Fleet Street, demanding to meet with rele¬ 
vant industrial correspondents. Upon their re¬ 
turn to Bilston, the BJUAC organised a mass 
meeting, where they announced that the ISTC 
was calling for a public enquiry. The Govern¬ 
ment, however, refused the request. 

The following October a crowd of angry Bil- 
stonians congregated in ‘safe exclusion zones’ 
around the town to watch a demolition team 
from Sheffield unceremoniously tear down 
their beloved Elisabeth. 

A letter from a Mrs Beasley to the Express 
& Star summed up the thoughts of the town: 
“Will Bilston, like the phoenix, ever rise from 
the ashes and become that thriving, bustling 
industrial market town we knew and loved? 
Rest in Peace, Elisabeth. We shall miss you 
and all that you stood for.”

Hot weather 
danger to dogs 

THE number of complaints made to the 
RSPCA about dogs and animals being left 
in hot cars in the West Midlands is continu¬ 
ing to rise, new figures reveal. 

Concerned charity bosses have launched 
a new campaign urging pet owners to take 
extra care of their animals. 

The RSPCA attended 230 call-outs relat¬ 
ing to dogs in hot cars across the region in 
2015 - a rise from 223 in 2014 and 124 in 
2013. 

The charity receives thousands of reports 
of dogs suffering from heat exposure across 
the country every year - that equates to one 
call every hour. 

As well as animals left in hot cars, this 
can include dogs outside who are suffering 
from the heat as well as those in conserva¬ 
tories or caravans. 

In 2015, the RSPCA received a total of 
8,779 calls nationwide to report incidents of 
dogs suffering from heat exposure - more 
than 3,000 more than in 2010. 


Death crash driver fails to 
win appeal to cut sentence 


A DRIVER who smashed into 
a bus stop killing a university 
student and seriously injur¬ 
ing her friend has been told 
by judges that his eight-year 
jail term is deserved. 

Sukvinder Singh Mannan was 
driving at lOlmph after a high speed 
race when he lost control of his red 
Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution and 
ploughed into the bus stop on Hag- 
ley Road, Quinton, in May 2014. The 
impact killed Rebecca McManus, 21, 
from Oldbury, while her friend Har¬ 
riet Barnsley, also then 21, was cata¬ 
strophically injured. 


Miss McManus died almost in¬ 
stantly, whereas Miss Barnsley suf¬ 
fered serious brain injuries, a smashed 
pelvis and two collapsed lungs. 

A breath test on Mannan showed up 
positive but at hospital he refused to 
allow a sample of his blood be taken. 

Mannan, 34, of Roundhills Road, 
Halesowen, admitted causing death 
by dangerous driving last year. He 
also pleaded guilty to causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving and fail¬ 
ing to provide a blood sample. He was 
jailed in December. 

Last week he asked judges at Lon¬ 
don’s Criminal Appeal Court to sof¬ 
ten his punishment. But Lord Justice 


Lloyd Jones said: “It is said that there 
was no clear evidence that a substan¬ 
tial amount of alcohol was consumed. 
We are quite satisfied that there was 
such evidence. The paramedic smelled 
drink on his breath and his speech was 
slurred. The reason he was driving at 
lOlmph was because he was racing. 
The racing was a very significant 
cause of the death of Rebecca.” 

He added that Miss Barnsley will be 
seriously disabled for the rest of her 
life. Dismissing the appeal, the judge 
sitting with Mr Justice William Davis 
and Judge Gregory Dickinson QC, said 
such a serious offence “ justified a very 
high sentence”.

A CONSULTATION has been launched 
on what powers the Metro Mayor should 
have within the new West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority (WMCA). 

The post is due to be filled following an 
election in May next year and residents 
are being asked to comment on what de¬ 
cisions the figurehead should be allowed 
to make. 

Powers could extend to determin¬ 
ing local tax levels and business rates, 
and could also include the final say over 
housebuilding and transport schemes for 
the region. 

Councillor Bob Sleigh, chairman of the 
WMCA, said: “The idea of a mayor for the 
WMCA area is to provide a strong voice 
for the region. They would also be an am¬ 
bassador for the area.”

ANTIQUES AND 
COLLECTIBLES TV

GLASS and pottery bottles of all kinds 
have been collected and displayed in 
homes for many years - and the trend 
continues today. 

Vintage bottles that sell well at auction range 
from the very sophisticated (the beautiful per¬ 
fume variety) to the downright odd. 

We recently sold at auction 
a collection of 25 bottles be¬ 
lieved to have been used in a 
Victorian laboratory! 

Some people are avid col¬ 
lectors of a particular style of 
bottle, such as branded beer 
bottles or apothecary bottles, 
other just buy them if they 
look attractive. 

Beer bottle collecting is big 
business, some people have 
hundreds, even thousands, 
and are always looking for 
more. 

The first beer bottle was 
supposedly ‘created’ by one 
Hertfordshire priest Dr Alex¬ 
ander Nowell, who first came 
up with the idea of filling a 
glass bottle with beer for a 
fishing trip, the idea caught on and bottled beer then 
became available in the late 1600s and early 1700s. 

By the latter half of the nineteenth century the glass 
beer bottle was being widely manufactured, with corks 
until the screw top was invented in 1879. 

Glass beer bottles come in different colours and sizes 
- as do those made from pottery and a nice Victorian 
pottery beer bottle would sell especially well in the 
saleroom. 

Small green glass bottles that once contained me¬ 
dicinal and other substances that might have proved 
fatal if drunk in quantity have ridges around the sides, 
presumably to alert someone looking for a headache 
cure by candlelight 
- and these are nice 
displayed in a bath¬ 
room. 

Old wine and 
spirits bottles with 
interesting vintage 
labels are attractive 
as candle holders, 
and vintage wine 
bottle always looks 
good displayed in a 
wooden rack within 
a kitchen (unless 
you have your 
own wine cellar, of 
course!). 

Some old wine 
bottles are very much sought after by collectors, who 
will pay hundreds of pounds for a nice 1880s bottle, 
for example, or another from the same era made from 
hand-blown glass. 

Those manufactured abroad, especially in France, 
Italy and Spain, also do well with the bidders. 

Perfume bottles can be very decorative, look out for 
the really old ones and also for very pretty ones dating 
from the 1950s - some of these were tiny, in gorgeous 
colours, designed for handbags. 

You can also pick up pottery hot water bottles, some¬ 
times with designs on them, for very reasonable prices 
and these, whilst probably quite uncomfortable to rest 
your feet on, look good in almost any room - and can 
double as unusual vases. 

You can pick up ah kinds of collectable bottles in 
antiques centres and at auction for very reasonable 
prices, just make sure before you buy that they aren’t 
chipped or cracked.

Sharing the lows as well as the highs will make you more human 


Social media: Are you 
an over-sharing parent? 



Social media can offer great support 


WHEN a baby or child achieves 
something fantastic - from tak¬ 
ing their first steps to coming top 
in an exam - it’s hard for many 
parents not to jump straight on 
social media to share it with the 
world. 

But have you ever thought about how 
your post may be perceived by others? 

New research shows 93 per cent of par¬ 
ents believe social media encourages them 
to ‘overshare’ about their babies, and more 
than a quarter (27 per cent) say they feel 
under pressure to keep up every week, with 
12 per cent admitting to feeling this pres¬ 
sure almost daily. 

STRETCHING THE TRUTH? 

The problem, it seems, is many social 
media fans who are also parents feel other 
mums and dads tend to make claims about 
their children that are either untrue or 
exaggerated, that they’re boasting unnec¬ 
essarily, or that whatever the truth of the 
post, it may make other parents feel bad be¬ 
cause their child hasn’t achieved the same 
thing, according to the research commis¬ 
sioned by WaterWipes. 

The top culprits identified in the survey 
are ‘Super Mum’ posts (ie. mums who claim 
to fit in a thousand things a day and still 
look glamorous); Unrealistic achievements

(such as, ‘Back in my skinny jeans after two 
weeks’), and New baby milestones - like ba¬ 
by’s first steps, sleeping through the night, 

VIRTUAL SUPPORT 

Mum-of-four and parenting author Sarah 
Ockwell-Smith points out that social media 
can be a great virtual support network for 
mothers, building a community on which 
they can lean on and turn to for advice. 

“For a lot of new mothers, this is an 
incredibly positive experience,” she says. 
“When your baby achieves something, you’ll 
likely want to shout it from the rooftops, 
both in the real world or on social media. 

“However, the comparison with others 
online can cause some mothers to be over¬ 
whelmed by feelings that they aren’t good 
enough, and that their children should be 
doing better.” 

POSITIVE REINFORCEMENT 

The survey found Facebook was the big¬ 
gest oversharing platform for new parents, 
with Instagram voted second biggest. 

A third of mums said they always ‘like’ or 
‘comment’ on posts from parent friends, to 
help them feel positive reinforcement, and 
17 per cent admitted that receiving likes 
and comments on their own posts helped 
them feel validated as a parent. Indeed, 16 


per cent of new mums believe posting on¬ 
line helps them feel less alone when they’re 
looking after their baby. 

However, some are cynical about other 
people’s posts, with 33 per cent of mums 
and 24 per cent of dads saying they don’t 
believe posts are true. 

UNPREDICTABLE 

Ockwell-Smith warns it’s not easy to pre¬ 
dict how your social media comments will 
affects others. 

“You may be excited that your baby has 
just started crawling, yet one of your friends 
who sees your post on social media may be 
concerned about her baby’s development 
and lack of motor skills. There are so many 
possible reactions that are often impossible 
to anticipate,” she notes. 

But she stresses this doesn’t mean you 
should never share pictures or updates of 
your child’s progress. 

“The vast majority of your friends and 
family are likely to be thrilled to coo over 
your baby photos, however there are ways 
to be more mindful of what you post. 

“Be a more ‘sensitive sharer’, particularly 
if you’re aware of friends having a hard 
time parenting or even conceiving a baby. 

“Don’t fret about sharing the ‘imperfect’ 
moments - motherhood is glossed over too 
much. Sharing bad days or messy moments 
can make you much more human.”

New Zealand's weird 
and wonderful creatures 


I ew Zealand’s breathtaking 
scenery and landscapes 
have been used as the 
setting for various big-budget films 
over recent years, including 
Wolverine, The World’s Fastest

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Simply Superb estate is 
a spectacular package

SKODA’S new Superb Estate is 
a big car - and it needs to be just 
to carry off its impressive array 
of awards just a few months af¬ 
ter its launch. 

With prices from under £20,000 its com¬ 
bination of comfort, low running costs and 
sheer space set the standard in its class, 
and indeed leave manufacturers of cars at 
twice the price somewhat red-faced. 

It isn’t only the critics and fleet managers 
who are impressed by the Superb: while 
overall sales are still overshadowed by the 
enduringly popular Fabia and Octavia, the 
Skoda flagship’s figures are up by a stag¬ 
gering 80 per cent. 

Space is the Superb’s forte. The rear 
seats easily accommodate three adults 
and with an impressive 157mm of rear leg 
room there’s little to compare outside the 
world of stretched limos. Then there’s the 
estate’s 595 litres of cargo space - stretch¬ 
ing to 1,950 litres with the rear seats folded. 

While it sits on the same platform as the 
Superb hatch, the estate is actually 47mm 
wider, too, for even more shoulder room. 

The wheelbase is stretched by 80mm, 
so that the estate - which shares the same 
sculpted lines as the hatchback - looks 
long, low and purposeful, with minimal 
overhangs. It helps to make best use of in¬ 
terior space and improves the larger car’s 
handling characteristics. The styling works 
so well it almost belies the sheer practicali¬ 
ty of this serious load-lugger. 

The test car rejoiced in the rather un¬ 
wieldy name of SEL Executive Greenline 
trim, which basically means that at £26,715 
it comes with a high specification but its

accent is nevertheless firmly on fuel and 
tax efficiency. Powered by a 1.6 litre, 120PS 
turbo diesel it claims an average economy 
figure of 76.4mpg and a tax-busting 95g/ 
km of C02 emissions - so no VED and low 
benefit-in-kind rating. That figure is, for a 
car of this size, pretty staggering: around 
60mpg is probably a little more realistic in 
real-world driving, but it’s still impressive. 

Its 0 to 62mph time is 11.1 seconds but 
that may be a little misleading: after all, 
who buys a big estate to take part in the 
traffic lights grand prix. What is more impor¬ 
tant is that the 250Nm of torque from just 
1,600rpm, provides plenty of pulling pow¬ 
er from low speeds, flexibility through the 
gears and flowing, relaxed progress, 

Driving is effortless, and the estate never 
feels its true size as you thread your way 
along winding rural roads. 

There are other engine options, of 
course, including turbocharged petrol units 
producing from 125 to a whopping 280PS 
(the latter reserved for the all-wheel drive 
Superb variant). There also 2.0 litre die¬ 
sel options, with power outputs from 150 
to 190PS. Some of those offer more rapid 
acceleration, but none match the 1.6TDi 


Greenline’s economy figures, zero road tax 
and lowest (19 per cent) company car tax, 
which may make it the top choice for fleets. 

The test car’s equipment list is a long 
one, with 17-inch alloys, seven airbags, 
dual zone climate control, electric windows 
and door mirrors, and electrically powered 
tailgate, rear parking sensors, headlamp 
washers and an eight-inch colour touch¬ 
screen for the satnav, audio and connec¬ 
tivity systems. 

It also comes with adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol, a radar-based system which helps to 
keep you a safe distance from the car in 
front: when traffic slows, so do you, and 
when it moves freely again you accelerate 
to your chosen setting. If you’re not using 
it, for example around town, there’s a front 
assist system with emergency braking to 
prevent rear-end shunts. 

There is also a full range of electronic 
safety systems, from stability and traction 
programmes to hill hold assist and corner¬ 
ing brake control. 

The top specification, most powerful 
and four wheel drive Superb Estate costs 
almost £36,000 which may sound expen¬ 
sive but in comparative terms it still has the 
competition beaten. But at entry level, for 
£19,840 (£800 more than the equivalent 
hatchback) the estate’s combination of 
space, comfort and practicality offer great 
value for money: you could pay more for 
a modest family hatchback. The Greenline 
costs more but promises considerably re¬ 
duced running costs in tax and fuel. 

Given its qualities it comes as no sur¬ 
prise that the car has already won numer¬ 
ous best estate and car of the year titles. It 
even has the canine vote - specially adapt¬ 
ed versions are now being used as police 
dog carriers.

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Added kudos for XC90

Volvo’s XC90 has been around 
for a little over a year, but in that 
time, it’s already secured a stack 
of awards and is proving hugely 
popular with buyers too. It mixes 
sensible design with attractive 
looks and is even more spacious 
and practical than the old car. 

But now the crowing glory of the 
XC90 range has arrived in the shape 
of the T8 model. Combining a 2.0-litre 
petrol engine that is both turbocharged 
and supercharged, with an electric 
motor and battery pack makes the T8 
a plug-in hybrid, and one that has the 
potential to deliver some impressive 
performance and economy figures. 

Only the keenest of eyes will be able to 
distinguish the T8 from its conventional sib¬ 
lings. Chiefly, it is the discreet badges front 
and rear that are the most obvious changes, 
but also the additional filler flap on the front 
wing which gives access to the charging 
connections. This car then doesn’t make a 
fuss about its capabilities; it is as discreetly 
handsome as all the other XC90s you can 
buy. 

That’s no doubt part of the reason why it 
holds so much kerb appeal. 

Where much of the competition has de¬ 
cided that bold or even brash is the way to 
design a large SUV, the more subtle Volvo 
approach is welcome. 

It’s not just a pretty face however, as the 
XC90 is even more of a family wagon than 
before. Up front there’s acres of space, 


even with the wide transmission tunnel, the 
second row is comfortable and spacious too 
while the third row is one of the more useful 
in the class and is easy to access too. The 
boot is useful in seven-seat mode and huge 
in five-seat configuration, and plumping for 
the air suspension means you can raise and 
lower the rear end for easier loading. 

Once installed in that attractive cabin, 
there’s little to tell you that the XC90 T8 has 
a significantly different powertrain. It has four 
modes to marshal what’s available; hybrid, 
where the car sorts out the best use of en¬ 
ergy for itself, pure which uses electric only, 
power mode where both petrol engine and 
electric motor work at the same time to give 
four-wheel-drive and finally save mode, 
where the battery’s charge is maintained un¬ 
til you choose to use it. 

Seamlessly 

In hybrid mode, the petrol engine is 
dormant at low speeds and while the battery 
is charged, but should you prod the accel¬ 
erator hard enough, it chimes in seamlessly. 
As with a regular hybrid you can add charge 
back into the battery by careful use of the 
brakes, helping it to reach the claimed elec¬ 
tric-only range of 27 miles. 

On the flip side, in power mode the T8 
is something of subtle rocket ship. There’s 
401 bhp available with both engine and mo¬ 
tor combined, enough to propel it to 62mph 
from rest in only 5.6 seconds. Using it this 
way means higher fuel consumption of 
course, but the official NEDC combined fig¬ 
ure of 134.5mpg and 49g/km of C02 means 
it qualifies for the Government grant. 

There’s no doubt the T8 is a relatively ex¬ 
pensive car - £60,455 in Momentum guise 
as tested here - but if it suits the way you

need to use your car, it also has the poten¬ 
tial to be very cheap to run. 

The specification is also quite lavish; sat¬ 
ellite navigation on the large 9-inch touch¬ 
screen, powered leather seats, aluminium 
trim, 19-inch alloy wheels and a power tail¬ 
gate to name just a few. 

If you have almost any combination of 
kids and adults, the XC90 T8 can cope with 
it, making it a superb family vehicle. On the 
other hand, if you have to commute into a 


city, having that saved electric mode is a 
handy bonus, especially as you can relax 
in the sumptuous cabin while you do it. It’s 
a luxury car for sure, but one that justifies 
the expense. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Capable

Marathon man who ran 
up years as Wolves scout 


THERE will be plenty of young starlets 
keen to catch the eye when the football 
season swings back into action - but 
one of the best talent-spotters in the 
area won’t be there to cast an eye over 
the hopefuls. 

After 23 years trekking up and down touch- 
lines around the Midlands, 77-year-old super 
scout Les Green has finally decided to hang up 
his boots. 

Green was a familiar face around the school and 
park pitches across the region, charged with the task 
of unearthing a few gems for Wolves. 

And having spotted Danny Batth, Mark Davies, 
Elliott Bennett, Nathaniel Mendez-Laing and Liam 
McAlinden - and seen them all go on to play for the 
Molineux men’s first team, he quickly became one of 
the most respected scouts in the area. 

He also discovered Joleon Lescott, who went on to 
play for England and claim Premier League honour 
with Manchester City. 

Respect 

Another nine of Green’s ‘finds’, Ashley Vincent, 
Matthew Barnes-Homer, Amari Morgan-Smith, 
Chris Cornes, Jordan Fitzpatrick, Lee Collins, Kyle 
Bennett, Myles Storey and Josh Craddock all went 
on to play for professional clubs after leaving Wolves. 

“I have had the time of my life,” said Green, who 
was born in Ilford, Essex and picked up the Wolves 
bug after first watching them at Charlton in 1949. 

“When people that have been in the game all their 
lives respect a goalkeeper that played in Division Six 
of the Wolverhampton Sunday League for Claregate 
United on the racecourse at Dunstall, that’s a hell 
of a step. 

“When they respect your opinion because you have 
had success in the past, that’s very rewarding.”

Green’s obsession with Wolves began as a young¬ 
ster and eventually saw him move to the area in 1967. 

“I am from Ilford but I became a Wolves fan at 
11 much to my father’s disgust, he was a West Ham 
fan,” he said. “My dad took me to see them play Char¬ 
lton in 1949 and that was it, I was hooked. 

“I used to have The Pink (Sporting Star) and I used 
to come up and watch when I could afford it. 

“I moved up here in 67. I got a transfer through 
the company I worked for, the Post Office Telephones 
which is now BT. 

“I was able to buy a house in Wolverhampton which 
I could never have done in Ilford. I was next to my 
football club. It was the football club that brought me 
up here. 

“The people in London that I worked with thought 
I was stark raving mad. When I came up here it was 
during the time of Enoch Powell’s Rivers of Blood 
speech. Wolverhampton’s image was just about rock 
bottom. They thought I was going to the depths of 
hell but in fact I was going to Bilbrook.” 

Green’s opportunity to work with Wolves came via 
a chance meeting with legendary Midlands scout Ron 
Jukes who was working for the club. 

“When I worked at BT I got myself pretty well- 


known, I became a manager within the structure. 
Alan Parsons, who worked on the sales side, was 
manager of Boldmere St Michaels,” he said. “I used 
to go around the non-league games and Alan intro¬ 
duced me to Ron. We got talking and he said ‘do you 
get around much?’. 

“I said I like to get round non-league grounds and 
he gave me his card and said ‘if you see anything let 
me know’. 

“Things went from there and I joined as a school¬ 
boy scout in the centre of excellence, that was 23 
years ago. 

“Tony Painter, who was Ron’s assistant, would 
ring me on a Friday and say, ‘can you go and watch 
Cannock schools play or Wolverhampton schools?’. 

Mentality 

“I would go and then put a report in on any players 
that I saw. Something I discovered at the start, is that 
the ones that get signed are the ones with the strong 
mentality, the desire, pushy if you like,” added Green. 
“They want to win and are competitive.” 

Green said his love affair with the old gold and 
black would continue. He and his second wife Jill and 
the youngest of his 14 grandchildren, Sam, are season 
ticket holders. 

And, despite calling time on his scouting exploits 
the 77-year-old is certainly not running out of steam. 
Ending his association with Wolves means he can de¬ 
vote more time to his other love, running. 

The globe-trotting runner will continue to step out 
for Cannock and Stafford Athletics Club and hopes to 
add to the 47 marathons he has run. 

“I ran a 10k for GB Masters in Portugal recently 
and that was about the 20th country I have raced 
in,” he said. “I have done 47 marathons. I have done 
Paris, Rome, New York, Boston, London, Athens. 
I have also done the Himalayan 100-mile. I did the 
four-day 100k in Sahara desert and four years ago I 
did the polar circle marathon in Greenland.”

Four other bouts featured on this 
‘Summer Scorcher’ show, presented by 
promoter Errol Johnson’s Black Country 
Boxing outfit. 

Unbeaten Craig Morris, from Ludlow 
in Shropshire, outpointed Lithuanian 
Arvydas Trizno 60-54 in a light middle¬ 
weight six-rounder. Solihull’s Jordan 
Clayton was penalised but was still an 
easy winner over four rounds against 
Russian-born Andrej Capur. 

Birmingham’s Luke Walker threw 
the kitchen sink at Dan Blackwell, the 
brother of Chris Eubank Junior’s oppo¬ 
nent Nick. Victory was his by a 39-38 
points call. 

There was nothing technical about 
the shoot out between Coventry’s James 
Montgomery and Brummie Dwayne 
Sheldon, which ended with the second 
round just 12 seconds old.
